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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C, 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AlPA) 
do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined was not (1) filed on 
or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this 
application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-2 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
VAN BOCKEL (6,159,156). 

As to claims 1-2 and 21. VAN BOCKEL (Figs. 2-3, 5) discloses sensor 10 
attached to an outer surface of stent-graft combination 22 of graft 23 and stent 24a/24b 
to measure a pressure in an aneurysmal sac. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nnay not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-6 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over VAN BOCKEL (6,159,156) in view of CIMOCHOWSKI (5,967,986). 
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As to claims 3-4, VAN BOCKEL discloses pressure sensor 10 mounted on the 
outer surface of stent-graft 22 but does not expressly disclose in detail how sensor 10 is 
attached to stent-graft 22 as recited in the claims. CIMOCHOWSKI discloses 
biosensor/pressure sensor 220 fixed to an outer surface of stent 222 by adhesive 228 
through hole/opening 224 (Fig. 19; column 22, lines 53-56). As defined by the 
reference, an endoluminal implant includes a stent/stent-graft (abstract, lines 9-13; 
column 4, lines 21-22). CIMOCHOWSKI (Fig. 19) shows explicitly stent 222 as an 
endoluminal implant. However, according to the reference, the invention in the 
reference also includes stent-graft and it appears that there is no difference between 
attaching a sensor to a stent or a stent-graft. In view of CIMOCHOWSKI, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
mount the VAN BOCKEL pressure sensor by adhesive as taught by CIMOCHOWSKI, 
because using an adhesive to attach a sensor to a graft/stent or stent-graft is well 
known. 

As to claims 5-6, CIMOCHOWSKI also discloses that the endoluminal implant 
can be a self-expanding stent-graft (column 25, lines 41-54) and also can be assisted 
by balloon (column 25, lines 54-58). In view of CIMOCHOWSKI, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make 
stent-graft 22 self-expandable or balloon-expandable. 

As to claim 25, VAN BOCKEL and CIMOCHOWSKI disclose substantially all the 
claimed limitations, except for the sensor is mounted in a hole through the graft. It 
would have been quite within level of an ordinary skill in the art to mount the sensor as 
claimed as this mouting of the sensor is just another choice of design.
